3. Gen. Mudge, Senate Armed Services Committee Staff, called 
and stated that the Committee would hold hearings on the CIA bill on 
Thursday, 17 Feb. at 10:00 am, and that they would attempt to clear the 
Committee on a staff presentation without the presence of anyone from CIA. 


4, Cong. Poage (D.,Tex.) (Miss Graves) called, requesting a 
copy of a map of the World. Ve(vere/ 1s Feb.) 


5. Mrs. Duty (Sen. Ferguson's office) called requesting maps 
showing occupation zones of the various countries, also maps showing 
Consular districts. Informed her we would send her maps showing the 
occupation zones of Germany, bere Austria, Polend and Korea and 4 
map of Gapmanzd PapweRgsCOBeHdAT TERERERSF oddss £556100080051.2
